DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals to reverse the 
8/1 1/06 rejections of claims 1-10. Claims 1- 10 are currently pending in the application and have 
been fully considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As pointed out on 
pages 9-12 filed 3/25/09, the cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach or 
disclose, in combination with the other claimed limitations, optimizing a loop process using one 
or more transfer points as generally recited in claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, and 10. The distinctions 
provided by the independent claims apply equally to all dependent claims. Thus all pending 
claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
